A COLOURFUL visitor has been 
ruffling feathers in the Potter 
Street area of Harlow - and even 
police admit they are baffled. 
For the past few weeks 
residents have seen - and 
heard - a peacock roaming the 
streets but where it has come 
from remains a mystery. 

The bird spends a lot of time 
on the driveway at the Chapel 
Fields home of Chris Latham, 


who said: “We’re all worried it could 
be injured by another animal or 
wander into the road and be run 
over,” she said. 

Star reader Judith Scott 
photographed the bird on the roof of 
her neighbour’s home, while 
Rosemarie Ellwood wrote on the 
Star’s Facebook page: “It walked 
straight by our cat last week and 
into the house.

INFECTION control rates at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital are among the best in the country, 
according to figures released by the NHS this 
week. 

The data, published by the Department of 
Health, is part of a wider move to make NHS 
safety performance more transparent and pre¬ 
vent a repeat of the Mid Staffordshire scandal. 

Patients can now use the official statistics to 
compare the safety performance of trusts across 
the UK and choose the best care for them. 

The Harlow hospital was ranked as ‘ok’ for 
infection control and cleanliness, with no report¬ 
ed cases of C. difficile or MRSA in the three 
-month period covered by the results. 

The PAH NHS Trust also performed well for 
waiting times, with 93.1 people with suspected 
cancer seeing a specialist within two weeks. Of 
those with suspected cancer, 86.3 per cent of peo¬ 
ple waited fewer than 62 days from referral to 
treatment. 

However, the data reveals five “areas of con¬ 
cern” highlighted during a Care Quality 
Commission inspection carried out at PAH in 
July last year, including not having enough mem¬ 
bers of staff to keep people safe and meet their 
health and welfare needs. 

And a third of staff members said they would 
not be happy with the standard of care provided 
by the trust in the event of a relative or friend 
needing treatment at the hospital. P 

Professor Nancy Fontaine, PAH’s director of 
nursing and quality, said: “The trust prides 
itself on its transparency and openness. We 
are pleased that our achievements and areas 
for improvement are now freely visible. 1 

“We are in the top 20 per cent of similar size 1 
trust’s in the country for reporting incidents 
and our infection control rate remains one of 
the best nationally. This is testament to the 1 
excellent cleaning standards of our domestic 
staff and all staff being committed to hand 
hygiene protocol.” 

Professor Fontaine added: “In 2013 the trust 
launched a focused recruitment campaign for 
nurses and midwives.

ment has been agreed 
for 2014 which will 
increase the number of 
registered nurses on 
night duty and enable 
improved clinical 
teaching and 
supervisory support at 
the patient’s bedside by 
senior sisters.

Charity’s grim report 
for first-time buyers 


ONLY four out of more than 200 
properties for sale in Harlow were in 
the reach of the average working 
family looking to buy their first 
home, according to research by 
Shelter. 

The homelessness charity com¬ 
pared a survey of asking prices for 
thousands of properties for sale in the 
east of England and with the mort¬ 
gage that families, couples and single 
people on average wages could afford 
as first-time buyers. 

The research showed that in Harlow 
there were 227 homes with two or 
more bedrooms but of these only four 
were classed as “affordable”, mean¬ 
ing they cost £148,000 or less. 

The figures mean that out of 47 
areas in the east of England, Harlow 
is ranked as 11th for the least amount 
of affordable homes. 

Across the region, 93 per cent of 
properties for sale were deemed 
unaffordable. 

The charity said the Government’s 
Help to Buy scheme would be unlike¬ 
ly to improve the outlook for first¬ 
time buyers, with 96 per cent of 
homes for sale in the east of England 
classed as unaffordable for families 
with a 95 per cent loan due to higher 
monthly mortgage costs. 

Single people in the east of England 
have the least chance of getting a foot 
on the property ladder, with only

three out of every 100 homes on the 
market affordable for someone on an 
average wage. 

Even couples without children who 
have two full-time incomes could 
struggle with more than three-quar¬ 
ters of homes for sale in the region 
being out of the reach of childless 
couples on average wages. 

Shelter chief executive Campbell 
Robb said: “When a family looking to 
buy their first home searches a whole 
town for a place to live and finds 
nothing they can afford, it’s clear 
we’re not just facing a housing short¬ 
age any more. It’s a full-blown 
drought. 

“As the pool of affordable properties 
shrinks ever smaller, thousands of 
people are being forced to wave good¬ 
bye to their dreams of a home of their 
own - even those who’ve been able to 
put aside a large deposit. 

“Our failure to build more homes is 
leaving a whole generation of young 
people with no choice but to remain 
trapped in expensive and unstable 
private renting or stuck in their child¬ 
hood bedrooms for years to come, no 
matter how hard they work or save.” 

He added: “Help to Buy or tweaks to 
planning rules will only ever be stick¬ 
ing plaster solutions. Bringing a sta¬ 


ble home back within reach will take 
bolder action like helping small local 
builders to find the finance they need 
to get building, and investing in a 
new generation of part rent, part buy 
homes. 

“What we need right now is for poli¬ 
ticians to roll up their sleeves and 
make stable homes for the next gen¬ 
eration a top priority.” 

Harlow Council announced last 
year it would be embarking on a 
housebuilding programme to build 
new council homes for residents. 

It will be the first council homes 
built for rent in the town since the 
1980s. 

Councillor Rod Truan, portfolio 
holder for housing, said: “So far 18 
two-bedroom homes have been given 
planning permission and these 
homes will be available for rent to 
families on the housing needs regis¬ 
ter. 

“It is a small number but we hope 
these homes will be the start of an on¬ 
going council housebuilding pro¬ 
gramme in Harlow. 

“Another option we are exploring is 
buying more family-sized homes off 
the open market. We are also working 
with housing associations and devel¬ 
opers to ensure new housing develop¬ 
ments provide homes and schemes 
for both people looking for their first 
home and families.”

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Drinker banned 
for threatening 
to smash up pub

A DRUNKEN customer who swore at the 
manager of a Harlow town centre pub and 
threatened to smash it up has been banned 
by a court from entering the premises for six 
months. 

Painter and decorator Martin Burton, 26, of 
Tunnmeade, Harlow, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court on Tuesday to 
using threatening behaviour at the William 
Aylmer pub in Kitson Way on June 7. 

Tamsin Sharp, prosecuting, said Burton had 
been drinking with friends in the pub and 
regularly going outside to the smoking area. 

When bar manager Chanel Flemming saw 
the group walking out of the premises with 
pint glasses and told them they were not 
allowed to do so, Burton replied: “Who the f*** 
are you to tell me what I can and cannot do?” 

The court was told that when Ms Flemming 
went outside again, Burton said to her: “Me 
and the boys are going to come back and 
smash the pub up.” 

Ms Sharp said that while Ms Flemming was 
calling police to report the incident she 
noticed Burton was being abusive towards 
other members of staff. He walked off but was 



arrested later. 

When interviewed by police, he said he could 
not remember what he had said because he 
had had too much to drink. 

Liz Middleton, representing Burton, said in 
mitigation he had not had an alcoholic drink 
since the incident and was very apologetic. 

She said he had recently split up with his 
long-term girlfriend and had run out of work, 
two factors which caused him to act out of 
character. 

Burton was banned from the pub for six 
months as part of a 12-month community 
order. They also ordered him to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid work and ordered him to pay 
£145 costs.

Author launches children’s book in library 
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Government 
gives £4.4m 
for potholes 


ESSEX County Council has been 
handed more than £4m by the 
Government to help repair 83,000 
pothole problems. 

County Hall will receive the fund¬ 
ing as part of plans to fill more than 
three million faults nationwide in a 
massive investment in the country’s 
local and major roads. 

Councils across England have been 
allocated £168m from a dedicated 
Pothole Repair Fund. As a condition 
of receiving the money, they are 
required to publish monthly pro¬ 
gress updates on how many potholes 
have been repaired. 

As part of the June giveaway, Essex 
will receive £4,431,611 - enough to fix 
83,000. The county council received 
£2,700,386 in the March 2014 Weather 
Repair Fund, bringing the additional 
annual total to £7,131,997. 

On Tuesday the county council 
agreed to supplement this grant with 
an extra £6m for roads from £17m 
savings made by the authority last 
year. 

The grants are the latest in a series

of announcements which will see 
more than £24 billion spent on 
England’s strategic road network 
between 2010 and 2021 - which the 
Government claims is the biggest 
investment since the 1970s. 

Work has also begun to resurface 
nearly two million square metres 
across the county. Its involves spray¬ 
ing the existing road surface with a 
coating of hot bitumen and stone 
chippings which are rolled into the 
bitumen to form a water-resistant, 
protective layer, improving the road’s 
skid resistance and extending its life. 

The roads will be subject to a 
20mph advisory speed limit for up to 
two weeks following application. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, cabinet member 
for highways and transportation 
said: “We are investing in this cost- 
effective surface dressing method to 
maintain the integrity of the road 
network and extend the life of the 
road.”

Mr Glenhill said the freedom of 
college and peer association led 
him into using cannabis. 

“His cannabis use became out of 
control, beyond what he could 
manage and afford,” he said. “He 
took the path of least resistance 
when he chose to help on behalf of 
the dealer to eradicate his debt.” 

The court was told Ferguson 
was of previous good character 
and came from a close and sup¬ 
portive family. 

Passing sentence, judge Charles 
Gratwicke said Ferguson had 
been actively involved in selling 
drugs on the streets, a trade 
which the judge branded “a 
scourge of our community”. 

He told the defendant: “You had 
an active role. You were armed 
with a phone, you collected the 
money and were holding drugs. 
The court cannot ignore that and 
a custodial sentence there must 
be.” 

The judge also orderd the con¬ 
fiscation of £190 in cash which 
was found on the defendant 
when he was arrested.

Concern over future 
of Kingsmoor House

THE future of a listed building in 
Harlow remains uncertain after plan¬ 
ning permission for the site expired. 

Kingsmoor House, in Paringdon 
Road, housed council and communi¬ 
ty services for 25 years before it was 
shut in 2006. Since then the Grade II* 
listed building has been targetted by 
intruders searching for metal. 

In 2009, planning permission was 
granted to convert the building into 
nine apartments, but according to 
Harlow Copuncil this expired earlier 
this month before work had been 
started. 

Cllr Andrew fohnson, leader of the 
Conservative opposition on Harlow 
Council, said: “The council needs to 
ensure that something is done to 
make sure this historic building 
doesn’t decay any further.” 

In 2012,the council-owned building 
was sold to developers Jigsaw Retire¬ 
ment Solutions, who this week told 
the Star they have instructed their 
architects to reapply for planning 
permission. 

However a spokesman for Jigsaw 


Retirement Solutions said they had 
lost funding secured for the develop¬ 
ment and would look to sell the site if 
they were unable to secure more. 

The spokesman said: “Red tape has 
meant the project has stalled. The 
conditions imposed and the financial 
climate have brought the develop¬ 
ment to a standstill.” 


Kingsmoor House is an 18th century 
coach house with 19th century addi¬ 
tions. Listed buillding consent is still 
in place for the development but a 
planning application is still required. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
developers would need to reapply for 
planning permission before they can 
start work as it has expired.”

LABOUR Party supporters 
led by Harlow parliamentary 
hopeful Suzy Stride held a 
campaign day calling on 
Essex County Council to 
reverse its decision to switch 
off street lights. 

The part-night lighting 
scheme was introduced in the 
town in March as part of 
County Hall’s bid to save 
money and reduce carbon 
emissions and light pollution. 

The lights are switched off 
between midnight and 5am, 
although certain areas inclu¬ 
ding town centres, key road 
junctions and accident blacks- 
pots are excluded. 

However, Ms Stride said she 
was concerned at the conse¬ 
quences of the switch-off and 
the cost of implementing the 
scheme. 

Labour claims the council 
will have spent around £8.1m 
on the lighting scheme by 
2023/24 but will not break 
even or make any net savings 
until 2020/2021. The informa¬ 
tion was gained from ECC fol¬ 
lowing a full council meeting. 

Ms Stride, who has launched 
a petition on the issue, said: 
“Across the town people have 
real concerns about the street¬ 
light switch off. 

“The residents I spoke to in 


Mark Hall told me of an 
increase in break-ins to their 
vehicles and a lack of personal 
security when out after dark.” 

She added: “With confirma¬ 
tion that this is costing more 
than it saves in the first five 
years, it’s time county council 
listened to local people and 
reviewed their decision. 

“Our petition calls on county 
council to put people first and 
look again at their decision. I 
look forward to presenting it 
in due course.” 

But the council have said the 
figures are “no longer cur¬ 
rent”. 

A spokesman for Essex Cou¬ 
nty Council said: “The savings 
the council expects to make 
for residents from its invest¬ 


ment in a wireless streetlight 
control system depend on 
many factors such as chang¬ 
ing energy prices. 

“Predictions previously cir¬ 
culated are no longer current. 
Up-to-date figures containing 
actual savings are to be com¬ 
piled in due course. 

“ECC welcomes petitions 
from residents. The procedure 
for creating and submitting an 
eligible petition is outlined in 
the council’s petitions policy. 

“The council considers and 
responds to eligible petitions, 
depending upon the nature of 
the petition and the number 
of signatories.”

Youth band’s love of brass shines through

M USIC lovers who enjoy the sounds of brass may 
recognise the cover of a Harlow youth band's 
third LP. 

Regular Nostalgia contributor Ron Bill was looking 
through his record collection when he came across 
the sleeve and thought it might stir a few memories. 

The Netteswell Youth Band, which was officially 
formed in November 1967, recorded Suddenly It’s 
Netteswell on October 22,1978 at Netteswell School, 
where the young musicians regularly held concerts. 

The track listing includes such well-known tunes 
as Waltzing Matilda, Spanish Eyes, YVivaEspana 
and Those Magnificent Men In Their Flying 
Machines. The cover was designed by E.J. Hilton and 
the recording engineer was Barrie Hilton. 

The band’s director of music was Bramwell Taylor, 
pictured right, who became head of music at the 
school in 1964 and started the youth band during 
his time there. 

Cumbrian-born Mr Taylor held his post as head of 
music for 20 years and became a freelance musician 
after the school’s closure in 1984. However, he 
continued to conduct the band. 

Notes on the back of the LP cover read: 

“For those who have neve experienced a 
Netteswell Youth Band concert this 
record make come as a surprise.” 

It says the LP captures the sounds of “a 
group of young people who enjoy one 
another’s company and the thrill of 
making music together, and who are 
prepared and dedicated enough to give 
it many hours of their time.” 

It goes on: “These Harlow youngsters, 
however, are something special. They 
have come from an area without a brass 
band tradition and reached out beyond 
the boundaries of their own town to 
build for themselves an international 
reputation.”

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AN incredible rescue 
mission to save the life 
of a man who was 
trapped at the bottom of 
a cave for almost two 
weeks has ended in 
success. 

Johann Westhauser was 
stuck at the bottom of the 
cave more than 900 
metres below the surface 
of the earth in Germany.

Enjoy a taste 
of summer 


IMAGINE stepping out on to your 
patio to pick fresh herbs for your 
cooking - from fragrant basil to 
accompany ripe tomatoes and 
mozzarella, coriander to sprinkle on 
spicy curries and salads, mint to add 
to your Pimm's or rosemary to sprinkle 
over lamb chops on the barbecue. 
Sounds idyllic doesn't it? 

Fresh herbs are such a staple in 
today's kitchens, yet the shop-bought 
ones so often end up wilting on the 
windowsill before you've had time to 
use them. 

If you are planning a herb garden or 
a group of herbs in pots, place them 
near the kitchen where they are easily 
accessible. A small collection can be 
planted in a cartwheel pattern, or even 
in a planter with separate pockets, 
each segment planted with a different 
herb. 

On a larger scale, a bed can be 
divided into segments, each for a 
different herb, fringed with a dwarf 
hedge such as lavender to define the 
edges. 

Formal herb gardens are traditionally 
round or square, often with a clipped 
low-growing hedge around the outside 
and something bigger, such as a bay 
in a large pot or a sundial or birdbath, 
in the middle, with a mixture of herbs 
filling the space. 

Informal herb gardens are easier to 
tend to as you can mix the herbs to

include both perennials and annuals, 
adding plants such as lavender and 
foxgloves to give the area a bit more 
colour. 

When planting a border of herbs, 
place the tallest at the back so they 
don't shade out the smaller ones. 
Angelica grows up to 2m (6ft) and will 
self-seed freely. Mint and lemon balm 
are invasive so should be planted in 
pots or buckets in the ground so their 
roots are confined and don't swamp 
other less vigorous plants. 

Groups of symmetrically arranged 
raised beds provide an easy 
and attractive way to cultivate 
a wide range of herbs without 
having to tread on soil, plus 
you can cater for the soil and 
watering needs of different 
herbs. 

You can just as easily grow 
pots of herbs on your patio or 
in a windowbox in the right 
situation and with the right soil. 

Most herbs used for cooking 
and for their fragrance are 
natives of the Mediterranean 
and do best in warm sunny 
conditions in well-drained soil, 
with added grit. 

Those in containers may need daily 
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watering in hot weather but some, 
such as basil, will resent going to bed 
at night with wet leaves or sodden 


compost, so water in the morning 
before they are in direct sunlight. 

Many herbs don't like rich, 
moisture-retentive growing 
conditions, so you'll need to give 
them what they need. Coriander 
doesn't like being crowded and won't 
thrive in cool conditions, parsley is 
greedy and requires a rich, moisture- 
retentive soil, while thyme prefers 
poor, very well-drained soil. 

Basil likes warmth and shelter but 
won't do well in searing sun, so grow 


it in pots of soilless potting compost in 
semi shade. 

Remove the flowers from shortlived 
leafy herbs such as chervil and basil 
to keep them growing longer and 
from coriander and dill if you don't 
want seeds but would rather have the 
leaves. 

Before too long, you should be able 
to pick aromatic, flavoursome herbs 
from your garden rather than veering 
towards the wilting leaves of the shop- 
bought ones on your windowsill.

T HE McLaren 650S Spider is 
essentially an evolution of the 
12C, but with such a 
comprehensive spectrum of 
upgrades that, symbolically, it’s 
more like a brand new car. 

It’s faster, better balanced and 
has an even broader range of 
talents at both ends of the 
performance/comfort scale. 

Its mighty turbocharged V8 
engine now has the sort of power 
you used to get only in 
unobtanium-rare hypercars, and 
the fact that the 650S is half a 
second faster to lOOmph than the 
legendary McLaren LI tells its own 
story. This thing is crushingly, 
breathlessly fast. 

Looks and image 

McLaren’s engineers and test 
drivers are keen to point out that 
styling is a mere trifle of a concern 
to come after making sure the 
mechanicals are the best in the 
business. That said, a new front 
end adds significant downforce to 
keep those sticky-tyred front 
wheels pinned hard to the floor. 
The image is in the same vein as 


Porsche’s, in that McLaren is 
rightly seen as a technological 
powerhouse, whose cars’ 
engineering prowess is the 
equivalent of a huge handlebar 
moustache and an improbably 
large chest. Ye olde concepts of 
masculinity blend with an 
appreciation for 21st century tech 
that works, and works 
astonishingly well. 

Space and practicality 

While you probably won’t want to 
throw away the estate car just yet, 
the 650S Spider has a pleasantly 


cavernous front boot and, if you’re 
willing to leave the roof up, a 
smaller extra boot between the 
seats and the engine. 

There’s plenty of practical space 
for weekend trips away - and as a 
rule McLarens are among the most 
used supercars of them all. 

Behind the wheel 

Lull throttle in this car feels like 
being squeezed under a very large 
boot. 

Your lungs struggle against the 
G-force as 650 apparently very 
cross horsepowers shove you back 


into your seat after the slightest of 
delays waiting for the two huge 
turbochargers to kick in. 

Those turbos are a huge part of 
the appeal, whooshing and 
whistling and chuff-chuffing away 
like a glorious old steam train. 
Characterless is not an accusation 
you can level at this car. 

But despite the pace and the 
simply stunning stability and 
usability of the chassis - which 
imbibes the car with a bizarre 
agility that absorbs everything you 
can give it and consistently 
rewards you for it - the 650S also 
makes a shockingly comfortable 


everyday biffabout. 

It’s absolutely all the supercar 
you could ever need. 

Value for money 

This convertible version is a good 
£20,000 more expensive than the 
coupe, and since the one-piece 
carbon chassis requires no 
re-engineering for the purpose, 
those 20 big ones are pure profit for 
McLaren. 

Still, the feedback from McLaren 
is that many (evidently Midas-rich) 
buyers think that, for the 
engineering and capability on 
offer, the 650S is actually 
underpriced. 

Who would buy one? 

Anyone who could afford a 
supercar of this calibre and 
appreciates technical and driving 
prowess ahead of outright badge 
heritage. 

It’s a mighty, mighty sports car 
and appeals more to those that 
want to drive it as the makers 
intended, rather than posers. 

What’s more, the 650S is 
comfortable and refined enough to 
use every day.

AT a very hilly Great Easton five mile 
race which doubled as the Essex 
Championships, Harlow Running Club 
achieved three new club records and 
three Essex medals. 

Steve Murtagh finished in 15th place 
out of 187 finishers, and was second Vet 
50, to win the silver medal in his catego¬ 
ry in a fantastic time of 28 minutes and 
33 seconds to create a new club Vet 50 
record. 

He was followed in by Jamie Jephcott

35.01.

Bauer nails 
it in Wales 


WALES was the destination for Harlow’s 
Great Britain Masters athlete Dave 
Bauer as father time showed no sign of 
taking hold of the Harlow Athletic Club 
veteran. 

Bauer was competing in the principal¬ 
ity for the first time in his career. 

He was taking part in the South West 
Veterans Championships, held in 
Brecon, jointly with the Welsh 
Championships. 

He threw the heavy hammer (35 pound 
weight) a big distance, breaking his per¬ 
sonal best (PB) with 11.37 metres for 
first place. This throw ranks him third 
in the UK Men’s 45 age group. 

Then he threw the discus 38.52m for 
another first place. 

Following this, he threw the shot put 
10.87m for another first place. 

His final event was the hammer. 

He threw this only 33.61m, but it was 
still enough to win. 

“By this point I was very tired on what 
had been a very warm and long day. 
Some of the events had six pools of 
throwers and events did not run to 
time,” said Bauer, 48. 

Meanwhile, at an Eastern Vets League 
match held at Chelmsford, Harlow’s 
Chris Clark (men’s 45), threw the discus 
21.55m for a season best (SB). 

He also threw another SB in the ham¬ 
mer (23.72m) representing Chelmsford 
men’s veterans team. 

Bauer also competed. He threw the 
discus 38.37m for first place for 
Chelmsford and then threw the ham¬ 
mer 36.97m, a PB, and won the event for 
Chelmsford. 

Chelmsford won the league match.

Father figure Horton on 
boxing comeback trail

BOXER Richard Horton 
put his career in the sport 
on hold for five years to 
bring up his young son, 
but now the Harlow light- 
heavyweight has his sights 
firmly set on becoming a 
daddy in the ring once 
again. 

The 32-year-old pugilist 
ends his ring exile at the 
Camden Centre in North 
London on Friday July 18. 

Horton, who has been 
sparring with Ovill 
McKenzie, the former 
Commonwealth light- 
heavyweight champion, at 
the famous Peacock Gym 
in Canning Town, East 
London, explained why he 
quit the ring. 

He said: “We had a hard 
time after my little boy 
Charlie was born, so I quit 
my job to stay at home and 
look after him. 

“Charlie is five-years-old 
now and going to school, so 
I can go back to doing what 
I love.” 

He continued: “Eve been 
boxing since I was 17-years- 
old and I felt a huge void 
when I stopped. 

“It was a real shock how 


much I missed it, but I 
knew I would always come 
back. 

“People have been asking 
me for the last five years 
when I’m boxing again and 
now I’ve got something to 
tell them!” 


Horton has ambitions to 
take the Southern Area title 
off Leon Senior, then target 
the Lonsdale belt. 

He said: “One day I defi¬ 
nitely want the British title. 
I just need to get a couple of 
wins, then I will be ready to 


challenge for the Southern 
Area title and if I win that, I 
can move on. 

“I’m feeling fitter and 
healthier than ever and I 
really do think I will 
achieve more this time 
around.” 


Horton made his profes¬ 
sional debut back in 
February, 2006, but admit¬ 
ted: “It just didn’t work out 
for me. I wasn’t getting the 
fights.” 

Horton made a name for 
himself when he defeated 
South African Ruben 
Groenewald, who had pre¬ 
viously fought world cham¬ 
pion Carl Froch. 

“I beat [former WBU 
champion] Ruben 

Gronewald and thought 
that would catapult me, 
but nothing really hap¬ 
pened and when I did get a 
shot at the Southern Area 
title I got cut,” explained 
Horton. 

“Now I’ve got a great 
manager and trainer 
behind me and I want to go 
as far as I can.” 

Horton is being managed 
by Greg Steene and trained 
by Frank Greaves, while his 
sparring partner McKenzie 
has been a huge help. 

“I couldn’t ask for better 
sparring to help get the 
rust off. I’ve definitely still 
got my speed and I’m still 
hurting my sparring part¬ 
ners with body shots,” he 
added.

IT has been hailed as arguably 
the greatest sporting occasion in 
Harlow since Gary Lineker’s 
Leicester came here in the FA 
Cup in 1980. 

The world-famous Lashings All 
Stars cricket team, which will 
descend on the town tomorrow 
(Friday) reads like a who’s who of 
some of the sport’s greatest 
names and it’s FREE to watch. 

West Indian legends Gordon 
Greenidge and Desmond Haynes 
plus Darren Sammy, captain of 
the Caribbean kings until earlier 
this year, will join up with South 
Africa star batsman Herschelle 
Gibbs and Pakistan’s Saqlain 
Mushtaq in the first of two match¬ 
es with the action starting at 
2.30pm at Harlow Town Cricket 
Club’s headquarters at Ash Tree 
Field in Elizabeth Way. 

It could also be the last time that 
the Windies legends line-up for 
the Lashings team, which plays 
charity matches across the world. 

They will be joined by former 
England Test stars Phil Defreitas, 
Devon Malcolm, Martin Bicknell, 
Chris Schofield and Ed Giddens 
in a team with more than 570 
Tests accumulated between 
them. 

The side will be managed by 
former Essex and England star 
John Lever. 

Completing the line-up are 
India’s Wasim Jaffer, New 
Zealand’s Scott Stryis and West 
Indian Corey Collymore. 

The first match will see the 
Lashings team take on a Harlow 


Town chairman’s XI, and this will 
be skippered by Town veteran 
and second team captain Jason 
Gladwin. 

He cannot wait for the occasion 
as he will be facing some of his 
idols from when he grew up as a 
boy watching the likes of Haynes 


and opener Greenidge. 

Greenidge scored more than 
7,500 runs in more than 100 Tests. 

Haynes also played more than 
100 Tests, scoring just below the 
7.500-run mark. 

An excited Gladwin said: “As 
captain of the T10 first game, I 


cannot wait to play against a team 
with over 570 tests between them. 

“As an opening batsmen and 
growing up in the 1980s, I loved 
watching Greenidge and Haynes 
in their pomp, plundering runs in 
the great West Indies side of that 
era. 

“For the people of Harlow, this is 
a once in a lifetime opportunity 
to see international cricket in our 
home town. We are really hoping 
the community comes down to 
support the event to create a car¬ 
nival atmosphere that will be 
remembered for years to come.” 

After this match there will be a 
T20 match between Lashings and 
the Harlow Town CC Phoenixes. 

Harlow Town CC chairman 
Stuart Alderson said: “After 
almost a year of planning it’s hard 
to believe that we are now just 
days away from hosting one of the 
biggest sporting events ever seen 
in the town, certainly in cricket 
terms. 

“The chance to host stars like 
Desmond Haynes and Gordon 
Greenidge and to be there when 
they walk out to bat together will 
be one of those ‘where were you?’ 
moments in the club history obvi¬ 
ously helps. They are only playing 
together three times this year and 
ours will be the last one, so it 
could be the last ever game they 
take to the middle together. 

“I am sure our bowling attack is 
looking forward to a challenge of 
some magnitude. I just hope the 
ground is big enough and we have 
enough spare balls.” 

Free car parking is also on site, 
with face painting, music, a tea 
and cake stall and wine tasting.
